Supreme Court Hands Down Decision 
in Drainage Warrant Case.

HOUSE ADOPTS IMPROVED PLAN 


UF INSPECTING ILLUMINATING OIL 


Central Stale Qil° Inspector Is Provided for in the Park 
Bill Passed Yesterday, 


INSURANCE BILL IN SENATE 


Bill Authorizing Bond Issue for Atlanta 
Is Introduced, 


LIGHTING PLANT CONTEMPLATED 


Measure Calling for Election of So- 
licitors General by the People 
Was Defeated in the House 
After a Fight by the 
Author. 


The session of the legislature was a 
éusy one yesterday, both houses acting 
favorably on measures of the greatest 
importance, and in both branches a 
large number of new bills were read for 
the first time. 

In the senate the house Dill by Mr. 
Munean, of Houston, providing for the 
reduction of the deposit of insurance 
companies from $25,000 to $5,000 was passed 
with an amendment by Senator Clifton, 
of the second, including in the reduction 
all fidelity and surety companies. Be- 
fore going to the governor the Duncan 
bill must go back to the house for its 
action on the amendment, 

The house discussed freely the bill by 
Dr. Watkins, of Gilmer, asking that gso- 
licitors general in the state be paid a 
fixed salary of $2,000 out of the treasury 
of the state, but with the report of the 
committee against it the measure failed 
to receive the constitutional two-thirds 
vote, and was lost. 

Dr. Watkins strongly urged his bill on 
the ground that the present method of 
paying splicitors was in many instances 
undignified and unpleasant to the official 
himself. The point was raised in the 
debate that the passage of the bill would 
increase the rate of taxation, as it pro- 
vided for an annual expenditure of some- 
thing like $48,000, which the state had no 
means of getting back from the county. 

Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, introduced a 
bill of great interest to Atlanta, as it 
authorizes the city to issue and sell bonds 
to the extent of $350,000 to be used in 
the extension of water mains and the 
erection of a lighting plant under mu- 
hicipal control. The bill was referred 
to @ COmmittee and Mr. Brandon hopes 
to get it before the house favorably rec- 
ommended in the next few days. 

Central Inspector Provided For. 

The house yesterday indorsed the tem- 
porary rules established by the commis- 
sioner of agriculture for the better in- 
spection of illuminating oils and adopted 
the New York state test in the place 
of the old Tagliabue tester. Under this 
rew method, which the commissioner 
found himself forced to adopt tentatively 
during the past summer, every sample 
of oil that flashes at 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit is to be condemned by the inspector 
who makes the test. 

To better enforce the rigid rules the 
hcvuse passed the bill by Mr. Park, of 
Greene, providing for the appointment of 
a state inspector of oils with a Salary of 
$100 a month. There was opposition in 
the house to the measure from those 
members who thought the state had 
enough inspectors already, but the lead- 
ing members of the body urged its pas- 
Sage as an absolute necessity under the 
Jaw now in force. 

House Passes Numerous Bills. 

When the house convened yesterday 
morning at 9 o’clock Mr. Morris, of 
Cobb, gave notice that he would move 
to reconsider the action taken last Sat- 
trday on the local bill affecting the run- 
ning streams of Cobb county. He had 
thought the action of the house on a 
Purely local bill would have been favor- 
able, especially since it was advocated 
by almost every property owner of Cob» 
ccurty. 

At the proper time Mr. Morris moved 
the reconsideration of the measure, which 
provided for the removal of all obstruc- 
tions from the streams of Cobb county 
other than dams built for the operation 
of machinery, and for other purposes. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, stated that he had 
objected to the bill because he doubted 
its constitutionality, as the measure evi- 
© itly proposed the use of private prop- 
erty for private purposes. 

Mr. McElreath, of Cobb, the author of 
the bill, put the house on notice that 
all the property owners of his county 
had favored the passage of the Dill. 
did not how it could be considered

in any way unconstitutional, besides It 
would work as a benefit to all the owners 
of farming property on the river. 

The house held to its precedent of not 
interfering with local bills and the meas- 
ure was passed almost unanimously. 

The bill by Dr. Watkins, of Gilmer, pro- 
viding for the payment of solicitors gen- 
eral in the state a salary of $2,000 per 
annum by direct appropriation was the 
first measure for third reading placed on 
its passage. Dr. Watkins advocated the 
provision of his bill strongly, declaring 
that it was a shame the manner in which 
some of the solicitors were forced to 
collect their salarie®. He thought the 

ignity of the office almost the equal of 
that of the judge. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
such a measure would be only to in- 
cieese the taxation of the state, as it 
wculd demand an appropriation of some- 
thing like $48,000 a year from the treasury, 
while the perquisites accruing from the

The bill by 
Ibr Watkins came back to the house 


with the unfavorable report of the com- 
mittee, and when put on its passage was 
Icst. 

A resolution authorizing the payment 
of a pension to W. R. H. Stratham 
passed withcut opposition. Mr. Duncan, 
of Houston, introduced a resolution pro- 
v.ding for the payment of the mileage 
and per diem of the late W. S. King, of 
Houston county, and the resolution was 
unanimously passed. 


Bond Issue Authorized. 


Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, introduced a 
bill yesterday at the request of the mayor 
and general council of Atlanta authoriz- 
ing the sale of bonds not exceeding in 
number $350,000. 

Of this sum it is provided in the Dill 
that $200,000 is to be used for the exten- 
Sion of the water mains in the city and 
the remaining $150,000 goes to the erection 
of a lighting plant to be owned and con- 
trolled by the city. The annual city 
appropriation of $5,000 to the support of 
the Carnegie library is also authorized 
in the bill. 

The amendment provides further that 
a majority of the general council shall 
make a quorum at all regular meetings 
and that the mayor pro tem., in addition 
to his right to vote in a tie, shall have 
the privilege of voting on any question 
that. may come before the body. 

The section of the bill providing for the 
bond issue is as follows: 

Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the maycr and general council of 
Atlanta are hereby authorized to issue and sefl 
not exceeding $350,000 in the bonds of said city 
to run thirty years at 3% per cent. 

Mr. Brandon stated that he had intro- 
duced thea bill at the special request of 
the city cow) cil. 

A bill by Mr. Adamson, of Clayton, 
abolishing the board of commissioners of 
10ads and revenues of Clayton county and 
for other purposes was passed. The meas- 
ure by Mr. Pate, of Gwinett, prohibiting 
the manufacture of spirituous liquors in 
the county of Gwinnett, except domestic 
Wines. was passed by the house. 

The bill by Mr. Hardin, of Wilkes, pro- 
viding for the incorporation of the town 
of Washington as a city, Was passed 
without opposition. 

At this point a notice was received from 
Speaker Little from Secretary of State 
Philip Cook, notifying the house of the 
election of O. M. Houser, of Houston 
county, to fill the vacancy in the legisla- 
ture caused by the death of Hon. W. S. 
King. The newly chosen representative 
from Houston was in the hall when the 
notice was read and the oath of office 
was administered to him by Justice Fish, 
of the supreme court. 


Hcuse Backs Up Commissioner. 


The liveliest debate of the session oc- 
curred over the bill by Mr. Park, of 
Greene, to provide for the appointment 
of a general oil inspector to supervise all 
the inspection of oils in the state. The 
bill also provided for the adoption by the 
legislature of the new test of oil put in 
use by Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. 
Stevens during the past summer. Under 
the bill the old Tagliabue tester is done 
away with and the New York state tester 
with the improved methods of finding the 
danger point in illuminating fluids is 
substituted. The following amendment, 
which defines the duties of the central] oil 
inspector, was passed: 

And it is hereby made the duty of said gen- 
eral oil inspector to personally prosecute each 
and every offender under the provisions of this 
act, and upon conviction such offender shall 
be punished as provided in section 1039 of the 
code of this state, and all fines arising from 


| prosecutions under this act shall be paid into 


and become a part of the educational fund of 
this state. 


Mr. Hardin, of Wilkes, was opposed to 


the bill, holding the opinion that the state 
had enough oil inspectors and that from 
a practical point of view there was real- 
ly not so much danger from lamp oil as 
was Supposed. He thuught there was far 
more danger from steam boilers than oil 
lamps. Mr. Woodall, of Talbot, also op- 
posed the measure, as he thought the ap- 
pointment of another oil inspector was a 
useless burden on the state. 


Blalock, of Fayette, Park, of Greene, and 
Ellis, of Bibb, urged the passage of the 
bill, taking the ground that the new 
system of inspection adopted demanded 


without 


whom all other inspectors in the state 
would be responsible. 

The bill. passed the house on the call 
for the previous question by a very large 
vote. One of its provisions is that the 
etate oil inspector shall receive a salary 
of $100 a month with his expenses paid. 

The bill prohibiting the sale or manu- 
facture of spirituous liquors in Jasper 
county Was passed unanimously. 

When the bill providing for the regula- 
tion and maintenance of a dispensary in 
the town of Cuthbert was placed on its 
passage, Mr. Everett, of Stewart, stated 
that he had just received a petition sign- 
ed by over eighty of the most prominent 
citizens of that town asking him to exert 
his influence to prevent the passage of 
the dispensary bill. He argued that in 
the face of such a petition the house 
would do well to think before passing the 
bil] under consideration. 

Mr. Dews, of Randolph, the author of 
the bill, stated that the dispensary ques- 
tion had been the issue of the election in 
Randolph county and that he had been 
sent to the iegisiature by an overwhelm- 
ing vote just for the purpose of intro- 
ducing the dispensary bill. 

Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, urged the house to 
observe its custom in dealing with local 
matters and to stand by a representative 
wno stood for the wishes and sentiment 
of hig people. 

The action of the house on the meas- 
ure, however, was delayed, as'a motion 
to recommit the bill to the committee an 
temperance pagsed. 

One of the most important of the local 
measures passed by the house was that 
by Mr. McDonald. of Chatham, providing 
that the sheriff of Chatham county and 
the solicitor of the city court of Savannah 
should be elected by the people. Mr. Mc- 
Donald was not on hand at the session, 
but his bill was passed practically with- 
out opposition. 

A bill by Mr. Black, of Whitfield, to 
amend the charter of the town of Dalton 
and one by Mr. Johnson, of Lee, to repeal 
an act for the protection of the fish in 


the streams of Lee county were both 
passed.

Indigent List Is Rapidly Increasing as 
Well as Invalid List 


$5,000 FOR SCHOOL FOR THE DEAE 


Judiciary Committee Favors Passage 
of Bill Imposing Fine of $500 
on Telegraph Companies 
for Not Delivering 
Messages. 


The appwpriations committee of the 
house recommended yesterday an added 
appropriation of $30,000 above the sum al- 
ready aHowed to meet the increasing list 
of indigent pensioners and $2,500 addition- 
al to pay the pensions of invalid confed- 
erate soldiers. 

The report of the retiring commission- 
er of pénsions showed that the sum of 
$238,000 appropriated for the indigent list 
for 1900, which was based on the number 
of pensioners of that class in 1898, would 
fail by $30,000 to pay all the claims as in 
the past year the list has indeased 800. 

The report showed that the appropria- 
tion for the invalid list for 1%0 would 
also be teo short and the report of the 
commissioner suggested that $2,500 addi- 
tional would be necessary to meet all the 
Claims under this thead. 

The bill by Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, ap- 
propriating the sum needed to meet the 
deficit inthe indigent and invalid columns, 
was taken up by the appropriations com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. The commit- 
tee met the bill promptly, and although it 
was considered in silence, there was not 
a vote against it. 

As a member of the committee expressed 
it after the meeting, “the bill simply rep- 
resented a condition upon Which nether 
the committee nor the legislature can turn 
Its back. The indigent list is growing rap- 
idly and will continue to do so for sever- 


| al years to come, hence the need for an 


added appropriation to that particular 
class. Whatever the cost incurred by the 
state, I think I express the sentiment of 
the committee In the hope that this list 
will not die out as rapidly as it has in- 
creased.”’ 

While the indigent and invalid lists have 
both increased considerably, the list of the 
pensioned widows of confederate veterans 
has decreased to such an extent that the 
commissioner of pensions in this report 
expresses the opinion that at Ieast $12,500 
of the $230,000 appropriated for 1900 will 
not be needed. 

The amount not disposed of,in the wid- 
ow's list can be devoted to that of indi- 
gents and invalids, but after the balance 
has been made there will still be a 
needed increase of $20,000. 

The appropriations committee had be- 
fore it the officials of the school for the 
deaf and listened to the needs of that 
which has made one of the 
best records of any under the control of 
the state. It was decided to ask the leg- 
islature for an appropriation of $5,000 to 
meet a deficit in the school management 
for the years 1899 and 1900.

INSURANGE BILL 
PASSES SENATE 


Appropriation Committee Pre- One Amendment Was @fered 


by Senator Clifton 
STATE DEPOSIT = REDUCED 


Fire Insurance Companies Now Required 
- To Put Up $5,000. 


BOND INSTITUTIONS ON SAME BASIS 


Senator Steed Warmly Championed 
the Bill—The Amended Measure 
Will Be Transmitted Back 
to the House for 
Action. 


The senate yesterday passed the Dun- 
can house bill reducing the state deposits 


of insurance cumpanies from $25,000 to 
$5,000. and investing authority in the 


comptroller general of the state to deter- 
mine, without recourse to the courts, the 
solvency of companies seeking to enter 
the insurance field in Georgia. 

The bill, as originally passed in the 
house, affected only insurance companies, 
but by an amendment offered by Senator 
Clifton, of the second district, and adopt- 
ed by the senate, fidelity and surety com- 
panies will hereafter only be required to 
make the same deposit as is demanded 
of insurance companies. 

Owing to this amendment, the bill, as 
adopted by the senate, will be trans- 
mitted back to the house for concurrence, 
Senator Clifton’'s motion being that the 
measure be sent to the house at once up- 
on adoption. 

The Duncan bill had been referred to 
the general judiciary committee for con- 
sideration and report, and that body on 
Friday recommended its passage. At that 
time the measure affected only insurance 
companies, and the amendment to in- 
clude fidelity and surety companies, when 
sprung yesterday, met with approval. 

The bill is one of more than passing im- 
portance and its becoming a law means 
considerable to the various insurance 
companies of the state. It was designed, 
so its author claims, especially for the 
benefit of Georgia companies, who will 
now be enabled to enter foreign territory 
upon a more satisfactory basis. 

The law on the subject, which has been 
ir, operation for years past, required that 
all.companies seeking to do 
this state should make a deposit of $25,- 
000 for the privilege, and as the 
states of the union operate a retaliatory 
law. Georgia companies were required to 
put up that deposit in every 
which they did business.

The constitution of Georgia requires that 
all fire insurance companies doing business in 
Georgia shall be required to deposit an amount 
to be regulated by legislative enactment. It is 
a significant fact that Georgia and Oregon are 
the only states in the union that require any 
deposits whatever. In all other states except 
these it is simply a question of the survival 
of the fittest, and while this is taking place 
the insurance commissioner, whose duty it +s 
to see to the responsibility of all insurance com- 
panies doing business in that state, is compelled 
to guard well the interest of the people in 
keeping out all cheap and unreliable con- 
cerns. 

Then this bill, without putting a high pro- 
tective tariff so to speak upon the business of 
fire insurance in Georgia, simply does the home 
companies the simple justice of putting them on 
& more equal footing with insurance companies 
of other states, thus Insuring equal rights and 
equal protection to all. All opposition to this 
bill can only amount to temporary delay, as 
the bill but embodies the principles and the 
logical conclusions of commercial progress, 
which is but the natural and logical sequence 
of commercial evolution; the immediate and 
ultimate result of which is that the insurance 
business will be placed upon a firmer and safer 
basis and the pecple will be benefited by a 
cheaper rate of insurance by reason of the un- 
restricted competition of insurance compa- 
nies.

In the first continental congress, ‘which 
convened in the fal] of 1774, Georgia did 
not enjoy representation. The expediency 
of dispatching deputies to that convoca- 
tion was seriously discussed at the Au- 
gust meeting, but the ,Sugsestion failed 
to commend itself to the general ap- 
proval. Some few days later another at- 
tempt was made to awaken enthusiasm in 
regard to the patriotic matter. At a 
gathering composed of delegates from the 
parishes of St. John, St. George and St. 
David it was resolved “‘That if a ma-

coon was his adopted province, wrested 
from the imperious clutches of the roy- 
alists, to be placed in active communion 
with her unflinching sisters. The turn- 


ing point in the popular sentiment was 


reached when the thrilling news of the 
affairs at Lexington and Concord was re-

And when it became known that Amer- 
ean blood had been shed by British 
hands a seed was sown in the infuriated 
hearts of the inhabitants which was des- 
tined to bearza speedy and prolific har- 
vest.

From that time on they advanced with 
rapid strides, forcing back the royalists 
at all points, and manifesting in every 
way in their power their supreme con- 
tempt for kingly rule. Governor Wright 
had acquitted himself most admirably as 
an officer of the crown, and his untiring 
fidelity in that connection wags deserving 
of all praise. But his days of usefulness 
were at an end, and he was now conscious 
that he had dwindled into a mere figure- 
head. The “liberty boys,’’ whom he had 
at first completely ignored, had grown 
stature until even he was ready to 
admit that he was outgeneraled. As he 
once, so was he treated 
now, and so changed were the conditions 
that he was entirely powerless to resist 
the insults offered. Sir James’s plight 
was, indeed, a sad one; he was more like 
a fettered captive awaiting his execu- 
tioner. As from Lexington and Concord, 
the “sons of liberty’’ derived their pvo- 
tentlality, so to those sad events did 
Governor Wright trace the commence- 
ment of his executive decliné. As before 
he was able successfully to check 


he find himself entirely impotent to 
stem the irresistible onrush. He had 
watched the revolutionists preparing for 
their great provincial gathering, without 
being able to throw any impediment in 
their pathway. He had seen them daunt- 
lessly perfecting their union with the 
other colonies, and was still obliged to 
tcIrain an jnactive spectator. And when, 
in November, 1775, instructions were re- 
ceived from Philadelphia to the effect 
that a patriot battalion should forthwith 
be raised in Georgia for the protection of 
that settlement against the royalists, his 
humiliation was most intense. Then he 
felt in his heart that the province over 
which he had so skillfully presided had 
passed into other keeping, and, unless 
forcibly redeemed, was forever lost to 
the mother country as an adjunct of her 
possessions. Here the record of Georgia 
in her provincial status properly termi- 
nated, and we are introduced to the 
thrilling scenes as presented in her third, 
or revolutionary period, when, with mea- 
ger numbers but indomitable hearts, she 
was identified with occurrences which 
are well worthy of commemoration.

Rev. F. H. Gaines, D.D., was appointed 
to look after the details of raising a sub- 
scription, and he has gone to work to 
interest friends of the institution in its 
behalf. For the next few months, Or so 
long as is necessary, he will devote his 
energies to that end and hopes in a short 
while to be able to report that the sum 
is complete. 

With an additional $100,000 the Agnes 
Seott institute will be made one of the 
finest educational institutions for girls 
in the country. Already it is one of the 
best equipped female acadamies in the 
south, but the board of trustees hope to 
extend its usefulness in many directions. 

The school is now in excellent condi- 
tion and has over 30 scholars who come 
from all parts of the south. Besides the 
preparatory and academic departments 
the school has separate departments of 
music and art and is equipped with the 
finest appliances in all of its branches. 
Dr. F. H. Gaines 1s president of the in-
